DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: While 
the ISR suggests that Loffler (US Patent 5,546,861) teaches the limitations of 
claim 172, Loffler does not teach that the sensor is being configured to 
simultaneously detect two marks or measurement fields, which are arranged 
crosswise to the direction of transport of the printing substrate, are incongruent in 
a spacing or at least in their respective positions, and are simultaneously 
assigned to a same color patch. While registration correction machines of note 
teach simultaneously detecting multiple marks and measurements fields that are 
mutually exclusive, there exists no motivation to combine those teachings with 
the teachings of Loffler to read upon this limitation. Additionally Loffler does not 
teach that the quality of the printing that is detected by the optical detection 
device as an actual value using an identified change in the spacing between the 
two marks or measurement fields, crosswise to the direction of transport of the 
printing substrate, in a manner that serves to minimize the difference between 
the target value and the actual value. No prior art of record or obvious 
combination thereof teaches the above two limitations of the claimed invention.
